This Office action is in reply to comnnunication field on 03/03/2009. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because "a computer program 
arranged to control a communications network node" as claimed is not statutory as the 
computer program is not stored in a computer storage medium such as a processor or 
memory. Applicant claims a compute program software which is non-statutory. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claim 25 depends on claim 24 and is rejected for the same reason as 
claim 24.
